VEGREVILLE, Novy, 27.—‘‘Not only 
is the Alberta Motor Association 
working on the marking of roads, but 
it is also now occupied in the educa- 
tion of the car driving public,” said 
Jolin Blue, secretary to the Sdmonton 
Chamber of Commerce in an address 
to the local chamber on Monday 
“Proper regard to the safety of others 
on the road and the exhibition of 
proper courtesy toward other drivers 
is being advocated.” 

Uniformity in the bylaws of the 
towns and villages is also souyht by 
the association, In one town one may 
drive at a speed of 15 miles an hour 
and in the next town one must slow 
down to ten, while in the third per- 
haps 20 miles per hour is the limit set 
by the local authorities, Actually a 
motorist can not be forced to drive 
any slower through the towns and 
Villages than he can on the country 
roads, There is no provision in the 
law forcing anyone to slow down 
Whilo passing through a settlement 
There should be a provision in the 
laws of the province setting a uniform 
speed rate through to /ns and villages, 
Only through co-operation from 
everyone in the province can the 
legislature be forced to place anything 
on the statute books, That is another

THE CITY'S FINANCES 

Edmonton’s finances are in good order. 
Taxes are being paid more promptly than 
in former years. The net debt of the city 
is being steadily and substantially re- 
duced, and its credit correspondingly 
strengthened. 

In five years there has been a better- 
ment in the city’s financial position of 
about $3,000,000, 

In 1924 the net debt per capita was 
$412; it is now $319. The net general debt 
per capita—leaving the utilities out of ac- 
count and also the property share of local 
improvements—was then $249; it is now 
$212. School debt per capita was then 
$58; it is now $50. 

If the published summary of the city’s 
affairs includes warnings against any 
tendency to over-expenditure, it also con- 
tains abundant evidence that the program 
of gradual and continuous civic improve- 
ment which was begun thrée years ago is 
being realized without endangering the 
financial equilibrium; and is even being | 
accompanied by a shrinkage in the net 
civic liabilities per head of population. 


THE TAX-PAYING POWER 


Another factor, which also stands out 
from the report, has an important bear- 
ing on the same subject. Five and a half 
millions of dollars have been spent this 
year in erecting buildings, which will be 
taxabley There is an increasing demand 
for land held by the city, and as this goes 
back into private possession it, too, be- 
comes taxable, along with the improve- 
ments which are being or will be placed 
upon it. Privately owned property is 
gradually but really recovering value. 

Thus the amount of taxable property is 
increasing, and the assessment which may 
fairly be placed upon a very considerable 
proportion of hitherto taxable property is 
also increasing. As the assessment goes | 
up, the tax rate will be kept down, and 
may evenmmove to lower figures. As the 
earning power of property advances, its 
tax-paying power advances also, 

There is nothing, therefore, either in 
the actual state of the civic finances or | 
in the prospect, to demand that a halt be

called in the policy of civic improvement. 
On the contrary, the facts are that the 
financial position has bettered since this 
policy was got under way, and there is 
very strong reason to suppose that the in- 
crease in property values and the heavy 
investment that is being made in buildings 
are in large part due to the fact that 
the city has been making a resolute effort 
toward its own advancement. 
A TIME FOR CONFIDENCE 


Enterprise breeds enterprise, Lethargy 
induces stagnation. A progressive city 
encourages private investment and draws 
population. Nobody wants to live or in- 
vest money in a city whose people seem to | 
take for granted that their community | 
has run its course and reached its maxi- | 
mum development, People are not looking | 
for dead towns in which to bury either 
themselves or their capital. A town that 
accepts the defeatest attitude is already 
defeated. Neither Providence nor chance 
build thriving cities out of centres whcre 
reaction and doubt are the 
characteristics of the residents. 

Edmonton has immeasurably improved 
its appearance and the facilities for doing 
business here within the last few years. 
Private capital has been quick to respond 
to the lead. There has been a large 
growth in permanent population, witness 
the hundreds of new homes which have 
been built and which are ail occupied. 
Splendid new business blocks have gone 
up, which would do credit to any city, and | 
which bespeak confidence that Edmonton | 
is to continue to expand as a centre of 
industry and trade. | 

Private capital is thus staking | 


dominant 


dollars on Edmonton's future for every 
one that the people of the city put up for 
the making of permanent improvements. 
And every five dollars that private capital 
stakes at once becomes taxable to help to 
pay the dollar that is pledged by the city. 

There is every reason to believe that 
the activity that has been so marked in 
Edmonton this year will be equally in 
evidence next year. ‘The railways have 
announced a building program in the 


north country far beyond the obligations 
in the purchase agreement. ‘The country 
is forging steadily ahead, No other city 
stands to gain more than Edmonton from 
the» development that is taking place 
throughout the west and the north. 
Nothing but want of confidence on th 
part of its own taxpayers can prevent 
Edmonton continuing to make the healthy 
growth in population, business and wealth 
that it has been making. 

With the civie finances in order, and 
every prospect favorable, it is inconcciy- 
able that Edmonton taxpayers should 
reject the money bylaws for a moderate 
capital expenditure for next year, and 
thus proclaim to the world that they !ack 
faith in the city in which outside interests 
are investing millions of dollars,

It is not accurate to assert that 
American industry ts dominantly 
an industry of standardization, 
mass production, and mass dis- 


tribution, 

It is a large-scale industry 

But the few instances in which the full signifi- 
cance of standardization, mass production, and mass 
distribution have been worked out to date are little 


more than laboratory demonstrations of what these 
principles might mean to a nation as a whole, in re- 
duced costs and increased leisure, if they were honest- 
ly and ably applied to all phases of industry, that ts, 
to all phases which are rightly subject to such appli- 
cation, . 

By and large, the Big Business regime is, 
maladministering these processes, 

The wastes of mass selling are today largely ab- 
sorbing the economies of mass production, 

Many industries that are supposed to be practis- 
ing the principles of standardization, mass production, 
and mass distribution ave merely perverting them. 

Currently popular articles that promise quick pro- 
fits are picked out for specialized manufacture, their 
basic materials cheapened, their design stripped for 
economy rather than simplified for utility and beauty 
factories geared for their fast production, and high- 
behind them, Their

pressure sales-campaigns put 
price is fixed as high as a sizeable triffic will bear. 
The wages of the workers who make them are kept 


as low as custom and trade union pressure wil) per- 
mit 

And it 1s assumed that this is an authentic appli- 
cation of the principles of standardization, mass pro- 
duction, and mass distribution! 

This, however, is but a poor parody of these prin-

“Old King Cole” was, in reality,
